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REMARKS 



In view of the above amendments, the only outstanding objection to the application is a 
provisional obviousness type double patenting rejection relative to application number 
09/032,676. That application is directed to an improvement to the system disclosed in the 
present application and was not filed until February 27, 1998, well after the priority date of May 
1 1, 1992 of the present application. Accordingly, if a Terminal Disclaimer is required to 
overcome double patenting between the two cases, that Terminal Disclaimer would only be 
required in application 09/032,676. Further, as noted by the Examiner, claims have not yet been 
allowed in that application. Accordingly, no Terminal Disclaimer should be required in this 
application and the rejection should be withdrawn. 



In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is believed that all claims are in 
condition for allowance, and it is respectfully requested that the application be passed to issue, 
the Examiner finds that the application is not in condition for allowance, it is requested that the 
undersigned be called at (781) 861-6240.
